AFTER KICKING BABIES, 
SOLDIERS ROBBED HOUSE 


Story of ‘Boy Created Sensa- 
tion--Militia Captain Tells 
Probers That Alleged Out- 
rage Is Being Investigated. 


Trinidad, Colo.,, February 19.—An 
1l-year-old Slavish boy held the cen- 
ter of the stage late today in the fed- 
eral investigation of the Colorado coal 
miners’ strike... 

Congressmen, attorneys, mine offi- 
cials and labor leaders crowded about 
Gustav Yeskenski as he told in broken 
English of being kicked by a miilitia- 
man when he tried to protect his home 
and his brothers and sisters. He de- 
clared two soldiers came to the fami- 
lv ranch at Suffield February 10, ran- 
sacked the rooms and took $200 from 


his mother’s purse. 

After the lad’s testimony had been 
given, Captain W. C. Danks made a 
statement to the committee that the 
nileged incident had been reported to 
Adjutant General John Chase and that 
an investigation by the military au- 
thorities was in progress. Captain 
Danks said it has not been determined 
whether the alleged outrage was the 
act of militiamen. 

Robber by Soldiers. 

The boy told of being left in the 
house with his four or five younger 
brothers and sisters. 

“Two soldiers drove up in a buggy,” 
he said. “One of them, he too drunk 
to get out. The other, he came in the 
house. He said we had some guns 
there. He take my .22 rifle, then he 
break open the trunk with an ax. I 
sav, ‘No, no, you can’t do that.’ He 
say, ‘Shut up. I'll shoot your head 
off.’ 

“Then he take mother’s clothes and 
shake her pocketbook out. He take 
but the $200 and put the money in his 
back pocket.” 

The boy said the man he called a 
toldier then began abusing the chil- 
tren, “He ‘kick my sister in the nose 
and ft bleed,” We declared. “He kick 
my baby brother, a year and a half 
eid, in the back. Kick mé¢? Oh, yes, 
he Kick me in the ribs.” 

Mr. and Mrs. David C¢. Johnson, 
ranchers, owners of the land on which 
the Forbes strikers’ colony is located, 
testified that the battle of Forbes, Oc- 
tober 17, started when a mine guard 
threw down a white flag he had car- 
tied to the colony entrance. : 

Armed Soldiers Barred. 

Two officials and one private of the 
Colorado national guard officers who 
wore big revolvers when they entered 
the room where the congressional in- 
Vestigation of the coal strike was in 
pregress were ordered by Sergeant-at- 
Arms Jakle to remove the. guns or 
leave the hearing. The soldiers pro- 
tested; they were on duty and author- 
ized to carry arms, but Jakle was in- 
exorable. 

“We're peaceable people up here,” he 
Baid, “and if I need any help from the 
militia in handling this crowd, I will 
call for it. You'll have to get rid of 
those guns or clear out.” 

The soldiers sent their arms back to 
headquarters. 


SHERIFF AND DEPUTIES 
ACCUSED BY STRIKERS 


Hancock, Mich., February 19.—Sheriff 
James A. Cruse, of Houghton county, 
and his deputies today were censured 
by witnesses testifying before the con- 
gressional committee investigating the 
topper miners’ strike. The witnesses 
asserted that strikers had been mis- 
treated by the sheriff and deputies 
since the strike began. 

While Lewis Fodar, a striker, was 
being examined, Angus W. Kerr, of 
rounsel for the miners, charged that the 
sheriff's office had resorted to a sys- 
tem of false prosecutions “to railroad 
ttrikers to the penitentiary.” Kerr of- 
fered to put in evidence the record of 
the trial of Fodar for assault with itn- 
tent to murder Under Sheriff William 
Heikkila. 

Retaimed by the Sheriff. 


“We will attempt to show,” said Mr. 
Kerr, “that Heikkila: testified falsely 
that Fodar fired point blank at him 
when he went to arrest Fodar on a 
tharge of assault; that the judge and 
prosecuting attorney went to Fodar’s 
house and inspected the bullet hole, 
which proved that Fodar’s pistol was 
hot fired in the direction of Heikkila; 
that the case was dismissed to save 
the face of the under-sheriff and that 
In spite of the showing that he had 
given false testimony, he was retained 
Ly the sheriff.” 

Congressman Switzer objected to the 
keceptance of Fodar’s testimony as be- 
ing hearsay, and Chairman Taylor di- 
rected Kerr to furnish the committee 
with the record of the trial, explaining 
that the committee would decide after 
inspecting it whether to admit it.

ATTLE IN SENATE 
OVER THE TREATIES 
FOR ARBITRATION 


Debate Is Begun on Pacts 


Sharp Clashes. 


VICTORY FOR TREATIES 
SEEMS TO BE ASSURED 


O’Gorman and Root in a 
Heated Clash in Regard to 
the Carnegie Endowment 
for World Peace. 


Washington, February 19.—-Fxten- 
sion of general arbitration treaties 
with foreign nations as the first move 
in the general policy of the adminis- 
tration to rehabilitate foreign relations 


tonight after the senate had taken uD 
consideration of expired treaties and 
had closely defined issues involved im 
the situation confronting the nation. 
Before the debate in the senate be- 
gan on treaties with Great Britain, Ja- 
pan, Italy, Spain, Norway, Sweden, Por- 
tugal and Switzerland, President Wil- 


son conferred with senators and repre- 
sentatives about the treaties as well 
as the paramount issue of Panama ca- 
nal tolls. He was assured that the 
leaders of both houses would vote to 
repeal the toll exemption for Ameri- 
can ships after the treaties had been 
ratified. 

During his conferences, the president 
explained that it was the universal 
view of European nations that the 
United States had violated the Hay - 
Pauncefote treaty by the exemption 
clause in the Panama canal act. He 
said no official representations to that 
effect had been presented; in fact, that 
there had been no protest from Great 
Britain during the present administra- 
tion, but that he knew the impression 
was broadcast in Europe that the 
United States was becoming remiss in 
the keeping of treaty obligations. 

Lines Sharply Drawn. 

In the senate the lHnes of demarka- 
tion as*to the foreign policy of the 
government were drawn sharply when 
Senator Chamberlain, of Oregon, sub- 
mitted a general amendment to all 
pending treaties, which would exempt 
from arbitration by The Hague tribu- 


nal the following subjects: 

Admission of aliens into the United 
States. 

Admission of alien chiidren into the 
schools of the various states. (Involv- 
ing the Japanese quesion on the Pa- 


cific coast.) 

All questions arising from the Mon- 
roe doctrine.

on Pin Ps of the subject enlivened 
the senate behind closed doors as it 
has not been moved in many days, and 
a clash between Senators O'Gorman 
and Root, of New York, marked the 
climax of heated debate. Senator 
O’Gorman assailed the Carnegie endow- 
ment for international peace, of which 
Senator Root is president, declaring 
that its prime motive was a corrupt 
motive. That it did not seek to pro- 
mote international peacé but to create 

international alliance between 
Greet Britain and the United States to 
benefit officials who would profit 
from such a consummation. Senator 
Root, taking the remarks of. his col- 
league as a personal offense, resented 
them in vigorous language and precipi- 
tated a long discussion. 

Shively Fights for Treaties. 

Senator Shively, acting chairman of 
the foreign relations committee, called 
up the treaties when the senate had 
proceeded to consideration of executive 
business, and in a speech outlining the 
importance of restoring the relation- 
ship of the United States with other 
great powers of the ‘world, appealed 
to the senate to disregard local issues 
for the common welfare. He offered a 
resolution that the treaty with Spain, 
which had expired after five years 
existence, be extended without amend- 
ment. This was in accordance with the 
plan of the committee to have threshed 
out all the issues before a vote is 
taken on any of the treaties, it being 
the purpose to leave the British and 
Japarese treaties until the last. 

After the executive session Senator 
Shively and 
i A was well in hand and predict- 
ed ratification = = the treaties by a 

mfortable majority. 

“Senator Chamberlain opened the fight 
against the treaties on behalf of demo- 
crats who are opposed to a repeal of 
the free tolls provision of the Panama 
canal act. He declared opposition to 
all arbitration pacts on the general 
ground that this government should 
not submit any American question to 
a foreign tribunal. The pending treat- 
ies which cannot be settled by diplo- 
at law or over interpretation of treat- 
ies which cannot be settled by diplo- 
macy should be submitted to the per- 
manent arbitration tribunal at The 


Hague. 
Against General Arbitration. 


In his view against general arbitra- 
tion Senator ChambDerlain was sup- 
ported by Senators O’Gorman, Poinaex- 
ter, William Alden Smith of Michigan, 
and others. It was conceded, however, 
that the policy of arbitration will not 
be repudiated by this congress. For 
this reason Senator Chamberlain did 
not dwell upon that subject long, but 
offered an amendment to limit their 
scope.

Three Masked Bandits Rob

According to Conductor John White, 
the three robbers must have boarded 
the train at Chattanooga. That they 
were familiar with everything about 
the train there is but little doubt, 
judging from the deliberate manner in 
which the desperadoes went about 
their task. : .

an hour. 
Rebbers Stop Train. 

About 12 miles north of Birmingham, 
between Irondale and Trussville, the 
robbers stopped the train and com- 
pelled the engine crew to ancouple 
the mail car from the rest of the train. 
The robbers then ordered the train 
crew to stay with the rest of the train 
while they departed with the mail car 
and engine. Two miles further south 
they stopped again, and, going back 
to the mail car, demanded an entrance. 
The five clerks within had suspected 
a hold-up and extinguished the lights. 
However, hearing loud cufses and 
threats, the mail clerks, fearing that 
the mail car would be blown up by 
dynamite, lit up the car and opened 
the door. The clerks were unharmed. 

Armed With Pistols. 

As s00n as the door was opened a4 
young man in dark clothes, with a 
handkerchief covering all of his face 
but his eyes, jumped within the car, 
and two others quickly followed. They 
were armed with nickle-plated pistols, 
thought to be by the clerks of the 
Owl-head type. One of the bandits de- 
manded to know who the chief clerk 
was. A. B. Merville answered, oe 
and the robber answered, “All right, 
show us the registered mail.” Then 
the two bandits forced Clerks Clayton 
Vv. Hunter, A. Stevenson, John R. Liv- 
ingston and Jack Woodall to vacate 
the car while they robbed it. During 
the entire time, according to the clerks, 
one of the robbers was calmly whis- 
tling. ; 

Chief Clerk Merville was delinquent in 
showing the bandits where the regis- 
tered mail sacks were, and oneof them 
stuck the end of a dirk sharply into 
his left shoulder an inch or more. Mer- 
ville pushed out a small box and stated 
that there was all the registered mail 
in the car. : 

Bandit Used 

One of the bandits leaped to the 
southern end of the car over a heap 
of mail sacks and, with a knife, ripped 
open four registered mail pouches. The 
contents he quickly transferred to a 
sack. Another bandit entered the car 
and, going over the registered account 
book, calmly checfed up the mail to 
see that they missed nothing. One mail 
pouch addressed to New Orleans, and 
estimated to contain $10,000 and all the 
stamps, was left behind.

Agricultural Money Bill 
Provides for Reforms Pro- 
posed by Secretary Hous- 
ton—Carries $18,947,000. 


Washington, February 19.—Chairman 
Lever, of the house committee on agri- 
culture, today completed and tomorrow 
will report to the house the annual 
agricultural appropriation bill. It ag- 


gregates $18,947,000, exclusive of per- 


'manent appropriations, an increase of 
' $960,000 over last year’s total. 


Many radical changes are proposed, 
including reorganization of the weath- 
er bureau and preparation by the sec- 
retary of agriculture of a plan for re- 
organizing and systematizing depart- 
ment work. The report sets forth that 
the department is “now developed to a 
point where its present system of bu- 
reau organization has become cumber- 
some, is not as effectively efficient as 
it should be,” and the bill contemplates 
that existing bureaus should be re- 
arranged to cover five or six main lines 
of work, such as the research, rural 
organizations, state relations, weather 
and forest services. . 

For Farm Development. 


courage agricultural development of 
the reclamation projects through dem- 
onstrations and advice to settlers. An 
increase of $25,000 over the present.ap- 
propriations is provided for co-opera- 
tion with states in the protection from 
fire of the forested watersheds of navi- 
gable streams. 

The elaborate Mount Weather ob- 
servation station, occupying  eighty- 
four acres in the Blue Ridge moun- 
tains of Virginia, which has cost, since 
1902, approximately $483,000, would be 
virtually abolished by the bill, the sec- 
retary of agriculture being empowered 
to sell or lease, in whole or in part, 
and to maintain there only an “ordi- 
nary” observation station, to cost not 
exceeding $1,000 a year. The commit- 
tee and the department hold that the 
special work hereafter carried on at 
Mount Weather can be better perform- 
ed in the west. 

To increase the benefits from nation- 
al forests, the bill would authorize the 
secretary of agriculture to rent or 
lease to responsible persons or corpo- 
rations, for not exceeding twenty 
years, portions of ground for construc- 
tion of hotels, summer residences, 
stores or other buildings for recreation 
or convenience. The forest service ap- 
propriations would total $5,548,266. 


Cost of Living Problems. 


Provisions fer attention to cost of 
living problems is made in several 
lines. For investigating the prepa- 
ration for market, handling, grading, 
packing, freezing, drying, storing and 
transporting poultry and eggs, a $50,- 
000 appropriation would be made. 

Fifteen thousand dollars would be 
provided for use in educating the peo- 
ple on the value of fish as a supple- 
ment to the meat supply, and to inves- 
tigate the handling of food fish. 

Oysters and other shell fish also fig- 

ure, with an appropriation of $5,000 
to investigate their packing, handling, 
storing and shipping in the United 
States and border waters. 
The controversy regarding a board 
experts to pass on pure food and 
drugs is settled by a brief provision 
establishing the right of the secre- 
tary of agriculture “to employ and 
designate scientific experts to make in- 
vestigations and act as boards or com- 
mittees to report to him upon ques- 
tions arising in the enforcement of the 
}pure food and drug law.”’ 

The bill appropriates $378,400 for co- 
operative farm demonstration work in 
the south, an increase of $10,000 for 
he boll weevil, and $400,000 for such 
demonstration work in sections other 
than the south, an increase of $35,000.

I recall no Shakespearean perform- 
ance of recent years more uniformly 
excellent than last night’s presentation 
of “The Merchant of Venice,” by the 
Stratford-Upon-Avon Players at the 
Atlanta theater. 

It was an intellectual treat which 
will long be remembered. The beau- 
ties of Shakespeare’s lines were never 
more adequately interpreted by a 
company as a whole. 

Greater stars we have seen, but in 
seeing them the portrayal of lesser 
parts suffered—the star was magni- 
fied that his brilliancy might shine 
with more lustre in a_ setting of 
mediocre quality. And in this there 
was invariably a sluice of something 
lacking, of a loss of values; one felt 
the selfishness of the star, and doubt- 
ed his sincerity of purpose. 

Not so in witnessing a performance 
by the Stratford-Upon-Avon Players. 
Here is presented a perfectly logical 
and harmonious situation. There are 
no stars. Each actor is an artist to 
his finger tips, thoroughly imbued with 
the spirit of the immortal bard. The 
relative values of the parts are not 
made to suffer; the performance is 
well rounded, at all times intelligent, 
and you feel a gratifying sense of 
completeness in the production. Your 
attention is not centered for the brief 
moment on the brilliancy of one actor, 
only to be lost the next by the in- 
competency of another and less gifted 
one. 

“The Merchant of Venice,” abounding 
as it does in lines of rarest meauty, 
with that poignant pathos of which 
Shakespeare was the master, staring 
starkly at humor of the merriest and 
most exquisite sort, was a wise se- 
lection for the opening performance of 
the celebrated English company. 
The audience—that is to say, the lower 
floor and the balcony (of the gallery I 
shall have some few words later on)— 
was just the kind of audience that one 
sees at all local performances of 
Shakespeare's plays; many of them 
were people who could not be coaxed 
Or cajoled into a theater under ordi- 
nary circumstances. It was a cultured 
audience (mind you, I am excepting a 
certain element. in the gallery) and 
keenly appreciative of the perform-

Lloyd Osborne, her son, has started 
from New York to Santa Barbara, and 
Mrs. Isobel Strong, her daughter, who 
is in Honolulu, has been notified. 


Divorced First Husband. 


New York, February 19.—Mrs. Rob- 
ert Loutz Stevenson was born Fanny 
Van De Grift. in the United States. Her 
first husband was Samuel A. Osborne, 
from whom she obtained a divorce in 
1879. Very little is known of the early 
years of her life. 

It was in 1876 that she met Steven- 
son, while she was in France. Her 
domestic life was not happy even at 
this date, and she and Stévenson seem 
to have been drawn together from the 
start. 

In 1878 she returned to her home in 
California, and in August of the fol- 
lowing year, alarmed at the news of 
her health, Stevenson hurriedly cross- 
ed the Atlantic, traveling as a steerage 
passenger, partly because of lack of 
means, partly for the experience. 

At San Francisco he sticcumbed to 
iliness, from the effects of which he 
never fully recovered. The woman who 
was to be his wife nursed him through 
the worst of it, and in May they were 
married, and went to live in a desert- 
ed mining town in the coast range of 
the Sierras. Subsequently they went 
to Samoa. 

After her nuspand’s death, in Samoa. 
in 1894, Mrs, Stevenson withdrew her- 
self from the World to.a considerable 
extent. She had lived in California for 
several vears.

CIVILZING VILLA 
NEUTRAL ZONE GOES 


Rebel Leader Agrees to Fix 
Place for Non-Combatants 
About Torreon—Washing- 
ton Says Villa Is Being 
Civilized. 


Washington, February 19.—Estab- 
lishmentLof a neutral zone in which 
non-combatants of Torreon and vicin- 
ity may find safety when Mexican 
federals and constitutionalists clash 
in the next great battle of the Mex- 
ican revolution was assured today 
when General Villa agreed to the plan. 

General Huerta already had assented 
with the stipulation that binding as- 
surances that the zone would be re- 
spected be obtained from the consti- 
tutionalists. 

This idea originated with the state 
department as the result of expres- 
sions of apprehension from foreign 
embassies and legations here for the 
safety of their citizens. 

General Hugh L. Scott, at Fort 
Bliss, was charged to lay the matter 
before General Villa, and he broached 
the subject yesterday in a _ personal 
talk on the international border, which 
was followed up by a formal agree- 
ment today. 

Civilizing General Villa. 

Incidentally it is understood General 
Scott has been instrumental in influ- 
encing General Villa to adopt civilized 
methods of warfare, and in advising 
him as to the proper method of treat- 
ing prisoners of war and non-com- 
batants. The rebel leade is said to 
have shown himself amenable to sug- 
gestions. 

Considering the location of Torreon 
in a rough and hilly country, it has 
been found that to obtain a location of 
safety for non-combatants, it would be 
necessary to remove them some dis- 
tance from the town. A location has 
been found at Tlahualilo, about four 
or five miles from Torreon, and the 
site has been approved by military ex- 
perts. It is estimated that at least 
twenty-four hours’ time will be re- 
quired to transfer inflabitants to this 
place, but from the leisurely manner 
in which the campaign is developing 
it is thought there will be ample no- 
tice of a general engagement. 


Villa Accepts Zone Plan. 

Juarez, Mexico, February 19.—Gen- 
eral Francisco Villa, the Mexican rebel 
commander, agreed to the proposition 
for a neutral zone at Torreon in a 
conversation today over the telephone 
with General Hugh L. Scott. 

“IT am willing to do anything to pro- 
tect the non-combatants,” said Villa 
to the American general. “I would be 
willing to have the battle outside the 
city if the federals would agree, leav- 
ing citizens safe in their homes.” 
Details of the plan are being work- 
out between George C. Carothers, 
vice consul at Torreon, representing 
the state department, and General 
Villa. Carothers and Villa were in 
conference today and it was tentative- 
ly agreed that a big ranch outside 
Torreon should be equipped to care for 
ap refugees during the expected bat- 
tle.

Warning to the Banks. 

The warning to the national banks, 
signed by M. C. Elliott, secretary of the 
committee, was as follows: 

“The organization committee has 
ruled that, under the provisions of the 
federal reserve act all national banks 
are required to accept the same and to 
notify the organization committee to 
this effect on or before February 23, 
and failing to do so shall go into liqui- 
dation not later than December 22, 
1914. Whether national banks failing 
to give the notice required on or be- 
fore February 23 can, under any cir- 
cumstances, be permitted to enter tne 
system later, has not been officially 
passed upon, but the unanimous ruling 
of the organization committee is that 
no national bank can claim this privi- 
lege as of right after date mentioned. 
National banks representing over 98 
per cent entire national banking cap- 
ital of United States have already given 
notice of intention to accept the pro- 
visions of new law. You are requested 
to notify the organization committee 
immediately if it is the desire of your 
bank to accept the provisions of the 
federal reserve act.” 


MecAdoe to Attorneys General. 


Secretary McAdoo’s telegram to the 
state attorneys general sald: 

“The reserve bank organization com- 
mittee will be obliged if you will in- 
form the committee whether, under the 
laws of your state, it is permissible for 
state banks desiring to enter the new 
system to subscribe to stock of the fed- 
eral reserve banks. If not, please ad- 
vise when your legislature next meets 
and whether or not it is probable that 
at that time legislation giving such 
permission will be enacted. Prompt and 
full reply by mail will be much appre- 
clated.”’ 

The federal reserve bank organiza- 
tion committee will hold no more hear- 
ings, but bankers and business men 
may present additional arguments in 
support of their claims for reserve 
banks in writing.

Body of the Distinguished 
Georgian Lowered Into 
Grave While City, State 
and Nation Grieve.

“His Memory Is a Priceless 

Heritage,” Says Note to 
Widow, Penned by Secre- 
tary Bryan. 


Macon, Ga. February 19.—In spite 
of a chill, driving rain, thousands of 
his home people followed the body of 
Augustus O. Bacon, late United States 
senator from Georgia, to the grave 
here today. Brief, impressive funeral 
services were held at il a.m. at 
Christ's Episcopal church, and burial 
was at Rose Hill cemetery. 

A’ funeral procession of more than a 
mile in length passed from the church 
to the cemetery through streets lined 
with silent throngs of the dead states- 
man's  fellow-townsmen. Governor 
John M. Slaton, and members of his 
staff, special committees of the United 
States senate and house of representa- 
tives, which accompanied the body from 
Washington, city officials, representa- 
tives of the Georgia and Macon Bar as- 
sociation, and delegations from many 
organizations with which Senator Ba- 
con had been associated, rode in the 
cortege. A half hundred of the dead 


senator's Confederate comrades and 
several! companies of militia acted as 
special escort. 

Final rites were performed by the 
representatives of the Masonic  fra- 
ternity, of which Senator Bacon was 
for forty years a member. The brief 
Episcopalian funeral ceremony at the 
church was in charge of the Rev. John 
S. Bunting, of this city. 

Business Houses Closed. 

Public schools, all state and city 
buildings, and practically every busi- 
ness house in the city was closed dur- 
ing the funeral servrees. 


ator was brief, though impressive. The 
services were held at Christ’s Episcopal 
church. Headed by a procession more 
than a mile in length, in which were 
representatives of the nation, state and 
those who admired him in Macon, the 
body was moved to Rose Hill cemetery. 

There, by the placid waters of the 
Ocmulgee river, and in a grave next 
to where lies the Georgia senator's 
eldest boy, Augustus, Jr., the flower- 
banked bier was lowered to its final 
resting place.

A few minutes later, the procession re- 
surned its sorrowful journey back to 
the city.

Heading the funeral procession this

Ten United States senators and the 
Georgia delegation in the house ap- 
pointed as a committee from Washing- 
ton to accompany the body on a spe- 
cial train from Washington to Macon, 
next in line, sat silently with bowed 
heads. 

Governor Slaton, of Georgia. and his 
staff followed, preceding the pallbear- 
ers chosgn from associates of Senator 
Bacon M Macon. The pallbearers were 
Roland Ellis, Minter Wimberley, P. C.

BAGUN AS CHAIRMAN 


Of the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations—Other 
Changes to Be Made. 


Washington, February 19.—Reorgan- 
fzation of several senate committees 
may be necessary because of the death 
of Senator Bacon, who was chairman 
of the committee on sorelgn relations. 
There is a committee on committees 
whose duty it is to look after such mat- 
ters, but in a case as important as this 
a democratic caucus probably will be 
called to decide. There has been con- 
siderable talk of such a caucus and 
one - expected to be held early next 
Ww eer. 

It is assumed that Senator Stone will 
succeed to the vacant chairmanship, not 
only because he is the ranking mem- 
ber of the foreign relations committee, 
but because he is believed to desire the 
place. Sendtor Stone is ill at present, 
and Senator ‘Shively, of Indiana, is 
acting as chairman of the committee. 

If Senator Stone should be appointed 
to this chairmanship the committee on 
Indian affairs, of which he is now 
chairman, would be left without a head. 
The ranking member, of that committee 
fis Senator: Myers, but he is chairman 
of the committee on public lands and 
might not care to change. 

If he should not, the next ranking 
member of the committee is Senator 
Ashurst. He is chairman of the com- 
mittee on industrial expositions, which 
is a small committee, and he probably 
would be glad to exchange. There 
would then have to be settled the ques- 
tion as to who shall succeed him. If 
Senator Myers preferred to give up his 
present chairmanship for that of the 
committee on Indian affairs, Senator 
Smith, of Arizona, the ranking mem- 
ber of the committee, probably would 
succeed him. 

Senator Smith is now chairman of the 
committee on irrigation and reclama- 
tion of arid lands. Senator Lane is the 
ranking member of that committee and 
he is now chairman of the committee 
on forest reservations and protection 
of game. Almost any change suggest- 
ed wonld necessitate so many other 
shifts that it is thought best to sub- 
mit the entire subject for caucus ad- 
justment,

They 
are always terribly ashamed, but they 
say they have learned to smoke from 
some older girl, and now they can’t get 
rid of the habit. They are afraid their 
mothers will find out about it.’ 


HOOPER SAVES NEGRO 


FROM ELECTRIC CHAIR | 


Nashville, Tenn., February 19.—In 
granting a commutation to life impris- 
onment to Henry Adams, an alleged 
negro murderer who would otherwise 
have been the first victim of Tennes- 
see’s electric chair, Governor Hooper 
Savs: 

“Since I have been governor, I have 
become convinced that, great numbers 
ef men, especially negroes, are rail- 
roaded into the penitentiary for long 
terms without a fair trial. They are 
sent from the congested cities, especial- 
ly Memphis, where the floating and 
criminal population is large and where 
the courts are hurried and pressed. 

“T do not believe that many innocent 
men are convicted, but many men are 
too severely dealt with.” 

In the Adams case, the governor says: 
“The court appointed counsel the day 
before the defendant went to trial and 
as a matter of course his counsel had 
no time to prepare his defense, and 
the defendant was railroaded toward 
the electric chair.” Other grounds for 
the commutation are recited. 


TUFTS WAS CONVICTED 
AND FREED BY HIS WIFE

Los Angeles, Cal. February 19.— 
Bail of $30,000, under which 
Gorman Tufts, Jr, an American 
practitioner of an East Indian 
eult, has been held for two 
years in jail, was reduced today to 
$1,500, and he left prison with his 
wife, formerly Mrs. Jennie Roe, widow 
of a Fort Worth, Texas, millionaire. 

The Bail reduction was ordered by 
the superior court after Tufts, con- 
victed of fraud in alleged misuse of a 
power of attorney from his wife, had 
been granted a new trial by the state! 
supreme court. 

Tufts was convicted mainly by the 
efforts of his wife, and he was freed' 
through the same agency, Mrs. Tufts 
waving she exercised a woman’s pre-| 
evgative and changed her mind. 
Whereas, she once believed her husband 
guilty of an attempt to dissipate her 
fortune, she says she is now convinced 
of his innocence.

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~ PROCLAIMING PROSPERITY. 

In a remarkable official statement issued 
by the organization committee of the new 
currency system following its five weeks’ 
tour of the country, announcement is made 
that the national bases of prosperity are 
rock-ribbed, and that the financial outlook is 
one of optimism unqualified. 

The expression is the most significant 
yet uttered regarding business conditions in 
this country, present and future. 

In the first place, the source of the state- 
ment is one of its greatest factors of 
strength. 

It is the job of the committee not to be 
enthusiastic, and not to boost, but to sense 
and speak the truth. 

McAdoo and Houston and Williams are 
qualified to fill this prescription. 

The first two of them have had first- 
hand facilities for gauging the situation in 
every section of the union.

OPENING AN EMPIRE. 


Both house and senate have now taken 
action on the bill providing for a govern- 
ment railroad from tidewater to interior 
Alaska. The president will sign the meas- 
ure as soon as the two branches have com- 
posed their technical differences. 

The enactment of this legislation is the 
correction of a long and costly injustice to 
one of the most promising portions of 
America’s domain. 

For many years Alaska has been system- 
atically neglected. 

The bulk of our people have gone on the 
assumption that the territory was a sort of 
understudy for the Arctic circle, fit only for 
a population of polar bears and inquisitive 
explorers. 

The truth is that in size Alaska is one- 
fifth the size of territorial United States. 

Its mineral wealth, in coal and gold, is 
tremendous. ae 

Its agricultural possibilities are many 
and varied. 

Its resources in timber and water power 
are impressive. 

Heretofore we have given the region a 
makeshift form of territorial government 
that discouraged home-making and the best 
description of law-abiding capitalists. 

The building of a railroad which shall 
epen up an empire in the making is the 
first step. 

But before full justice shall be done laws 
and regulations which clarify the land and 
industrial situation must be enacted. 

When that is accomplished Alaska will 
speedily become actually what'it now is 
potentially—one of the best assets of the 
nation. 


THE NAMING OF UNDERWOOD. 

The appointment of E. Marvin Under- 
wood, of Atlanta, as assistant attorney gen- 
eral of the United States, is one of the most | 
remarkable distinctions recently visited 
upon a man of his years in the country. 
Mr. Underwood is barely 36 years of age. 
To be virtually next in command to the 
chief of the federal department of justice 


is a responsibility the tribute of which is 
rare and significant. 


Mr. Underwood was educated in the 
public schools of Atlanta, at Vanderbilt uni- 
versity and studied intelligently in Europe. 
His mental and professional equipment is 
broad and versatile. As a member of the 
local legal firm of King, Spalding and 
Underwood he has won a reputation among 
lawyers for thoroughness and grasp not ‘' 
frequently to be met in men of his youth. 

On the personal side, Mr. Underwood 
has the power of keen, clear analysis, of 
detached and judicial thought and the in- 
tellectual faculty for reaching mature and 
unhurried conclusions. He will be a virile 
and valuable acquisition to the legal de- 
partment of the administration. Not least 
among other considerations, he is a man 
that applies twentieth century thought and 
ideals to those things which are funda- 
mental. The president and Mr. McReynolds 
are fortunate in securing his services. 


WHEN BUSINESS SLEEPS. 


William J. Burns, the more or less effect- 
ive “Sherlock Holmes” of our day, spake a 
parable when, the other evening, he told an 
Atlanta audience that business men gener- 
ally should be more scrupulous as to their 
political rights. 

It is ‘the indifference of business men 
everywhere that makes governmental mis- 
management possible, and that smooths the 
pathway and lines the pockets of the “boss” 
and the grafter. 

The trouble with our public affairs used 
to be that business men let politicians do 
their thinking for them. They affected to 
despise politics as something foreign from 
their horizon and alien to their interests.

MEAT RECIPES. 


Beef steak and gravy. The best steak for 
this is the reasonable priced flanks as it 
has no waste of bone or gristlie. Score it 
well on both sides after 
removing all the tissue 
and rub flour into the 
cuts and over the entire 
surface. Heat two table- 
spoons of drippings and 
when this smokes place 
thesgsteak in it. Cover 
and let it cook until you 
know the flour is com- 
mencing to brown. Turn 
it now, cover again and 
cook as before. Finish 
cooking slowly, keeping 
the cover over the meat. 
Dish on a heated platter 
and cover. Make the 
Sravy by blending two 
tablespoons of flour 
with the dripping and 
meat juices in the fry- 
ing pan. When this 
mixture is smooth ‘pdur 
on a pint and a half of 
cold milk, or mfiflk and 
cold water. Stir continually until it is as 
thick as you like it. If the flour browns 
too much !m the fat it will not thicken the 
milk, but if it does not brown a little the 
gravy will lack the rich flavor you want. 

Stuffed corn beef. This is a different way 
of cooking this familiar meat. Select a lean, 
chunky piece and after cooking or soaking 
it in fresh water, to remove the brine, make 
severdl deep incisions in it. Fill these cuts 
with bread ‘stuffing, highly seasoned with 
pepper and onion. Tie ‘the stuffed meat 
tightly in a cloth, dip in vinegar and then 
simmer it in bolling water. Allow twenty 
minutes for each pound of meat. Drain well 
before untying ‘the eloth. 

Boiled salt pork is so often the target 
of the dietician’s sharp arrow that no one 
ever admits that the men of the family like 
it or that they ever cook it for them, but 
cooking teachers know that there are times 
when it is cooked and eaten heartily, so 
why not prepare it in the most wholesome 
way and then plead guilty to liking it? 

Salted pork for boiling should have 
streaks of lean running through it. Two 
pounds will not be too much for five men 
(young people and women seldom eat it). 
Scrape and wash the meat well and put to 
cook in three quarts of cold water, add a 
pinch of soda. At the end of an hour change 
the water, filling up with boiling water from 
the tea kettle. Boil it another hour, then 
place it on a tin in the oven; incline the tin 
so the grease will draw away from the meat 
as it tries out. As often as a rust forms 
on the meat, turn it over until the whole 
outside is crisp. Serve with hot baked po- 
tatoes or other starchy vegetables and see if 
the men don’t like it. 

Curried meats: Put any chopped cold 
meat, fish or fowl in a sauce pan with a pint 
of boiling water, cook until the meat is hot, 
remove it and thicken the liquor with a lit- 
tle flour. Add a teaspoon of curry powder, 
and salt to suit taste. Pour this over the 
meat, or have rice boiled and seasoned and 
add the meat and curry to it. 

Ham Balls: Chop cooked ham very fine, 
add other meat or not as you like, mix with 
cracker crumbs and egg. Form into balls 
and roll in flour, fry brown in a lttls butter. 

Scotch Hash: Sometimes called “Ham- 
burg” hash. One pound of chopped raw beef 
browned in a tablespoon of dripping and 
butter, salt and pepper to season and add 
one minced onion and three cold-boiled, diced 
potatoes and a little parsley cut fine. Cover 
with hot water and simmer ten minutes. Dis- 
solve @ teaspoon of cornstarch in a cup of 
milk and add; cook five minutes longer and 
serve over hot toast.

Stockholm, the capital of Sweden, con- 
tains about 400,000 people, almost all of 
whom are related to some one in Illinois.

TRIAL OF 
. CASSIE CHADWICK. 


Ten years ago the Cassie Chadwick 
swindle was unearthed, and the name of this 
queen of female crooks was circulated from 
one end of the country to the other. Pos- 
sibly no other woman in history, unaided and 
alone, save the notorious Madame Hum- 
bert, of France, was able so thoroughly to 
hoodwink financiers as to be able to bortow 
a million dollars with no visible security. 

At the time Mrs. Chadwick was fifty 
years old, without physical charm or intel- 
lectual attainment, and yet she secured from 
bank presidents and hard-headed men of 
affairs, hundreds of thousands of dollars 
with only the whispered “confidence” that 
she was the illegitimate daughter of a promi- 
nent American millionaire as security. 

The “frenzied financiering’’ of Cassie was 
the means of bringing one man to an un- 
timely death, landed another in prison, and 
dealt ruin to hundreds who had deposited 
their money in the Citizens’ National Bank 
of Oberlin, Ohio. The story of her career 
reads like a tale from the “Arabian Nights.” 

Mrs. Chadwick claimed that she had 
holdings of millions in securities, and on 
the strength of her statement she was able 
to borrow hundreds of thousands with ease. 
To lend strength to her relationship claim 
with a steel king, Mrs. Chadwick said she 
had ten millions in steel stocks, built up 
from an original fortune of $500,000 by him. 

The Chadwicks lived in great style on 
Euclid avenue, Cleveland, and Cassie be- 
stowed gifts on everybody she came in con- 
tact with. One day she went to the most 
prominent piano rooms in the city and or- 
dered eight pianos which she sent around to 
the houses of her friends as a delicate com- 
pliment. On one occasion she tudk a dozen 
girls on a trip to Europe and paii all the 
expenses, and in Paris she had miniatures 
painted of each member of the party. 

There was not a tradesman in C!eveland 
who was not delighted when Mrs. Chadwick 
came into his store. She dressed her cook 
in se@ealskin, and when she would go driv- 
ing she would call for three or four car- 
rilages and take tne one that most ple1sed 
her fastidious taste on that occasion. 

For several years previous to her aristo- 
cratic life in Cleveland the woman had been 
living at various places under the alias of 
Madame De Vere and Mrs. Hoover. Under 
the former name she was arrested on a 
charge of forgery and served a term in 
prison. 

After a period in which her movements 
were not easily followed she met and mar- 
ried Dr. Leroy S. Chadwick. Just how much 
her husband knew of her past life did not 
appear. The person who startel the ex- 
posure of Mrs. Chadwick was a lLoston capit- 
alist, Herber N. Newton, from whom she and 
her husband had borrowed a l!targe sum of 
money and failed to repay it. He sued her 
for the recovery. Almost simultaneous with 
this suit came th@ collapse of the ‘berlin 
bank under the weight of the Chadwick 
paper in its vaults. The notes the bank had 
indorsed for her aggregated $1,250,000. 

When Mrs. Chadwick found that exposure 
was forthcoming she left Cleveland and de- 
tectives were placed on her track and she 
was arrested in New York city in her apart- 
ments at the Hotel Breslin on December 27, 
1904. The charge was conspiracy with the 
president and cashier of the Citizens’ Na- 
tional Bank of Oberlin to defraud that in- 
stitution.. She was arraigned the following 
morning and bail was fixed at $15,000. Un- 
able to secure bail, she was taken to the 
Tombs. On December 12 she was twice in- 
dicted by the grand jury for forgery, and 
the following day she was taken from New 
York to Cleveland, where she was landed in 
jail.

Chadwick's trial 
on March: 6, 1905, with 
present, whom she had _ claimed as her 
father in order to secure money. The trial 
continued until March 11. The first day the 
accused collapsed and on the final day, when 
she was being led away to her cell she tried 
to break away from the officers, crying “Let 
me go; I'm not guilty.” The jury found her 
guilty on seven counts, each one of which 
carried with it a penalty’ of two years’ im- 
prisonment and a fine of $10,000. 

" Mrs. Chadwick was sentenced on March 
to ten years in the Ohio state peniten- 
tiary by Judge Robert V. Taylor. The queen 
of female swindlers served about two years 
and a half of her sentence, when she died 
in the woman's ward of the Ohio penitentiary 
on October 10, 1907. It was the closing page 
in. the life of a woman who had had one of 
the most remarkable careers of any woman 
that the criminal world had thus far to 
contend with, 
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Increased Size and Strength of 
H ydro-Aeroplanes.

The boat-hull construction lends itself to 
endless modifications and improvements, 
especially in the important matters of size 
and weight.

It is true that the right kind of woman can 
Save all sorts of money by doing her baking 
at home. My sainted mother was a hum- 
dinger at making bread, and she exhibited at 
the county fair every year, and always gath- 
ered in the blue ribbon and the wooden 
medal. That was in the halcyon days when 
people bought very little at the stores. We 
raised everything we needed, except tobacco, 
on the farm. Father had his yheat field, 
and mowed the golden grain with a scythe, 
and threshed it with a flail, and then took it 
to the gristmill and had it ground into real 
flour, the kind of flour that makes whiskers 
grow on a man’s insides. 

“Mother made her world beating bread 
with the simplest kind of implements. She 
had a board to knead the dough on, and @ 
rolling pin that father whittled out of a 
chunk of cordwood, and I don't remember 
anything else. And she baked her bread in 
an old muzzle loading stove that was brought 
to this country by the Pilgrim fathers. And, 
as I remarked itn a previous chapter, her 
bread took the blue ribbon and honorable 
mention at the county fair every year, and 
the local paper always had a long editorial 
about it. 

“If I thought for a minute, Mrs. James- 
worthy, that you would emulate that grand 
woman, I'd send for a barrel of flour and 
a gallon of yeast and tell vou to go ahead 
and bake till the cows come home. But I 
haven't lived with you these many years 
without getting wise to your curves, and 
the most expensive thing I ever ran up 
against is your economy. Before you could 
bake a loaf you'd discover that a new stove 
is necessary, for the old one doesn’t track 
right and acts as though it has the heaves.

Then you'd want a 
large silver mounted cabinet to keep the 
bread in when it was baked, and about ten

DEADLOCK ON SHEET 


City Attorney Holds That 
Mayor Cannot Break Tie. 
Situation, Therefore, Re- 
mains Unchanged. 
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An adverse opinion given by City | 


Attorney James L. Mayson and con- 
curred in by his assistant, W. D. Ellis, 
Jr., stayed plans of majority leaders in 
council to break the deadlock in the 
aidermanic Board over the 1914 budget 
dispute, Thursday. 

With eight aldermen present, and the 
board equally divided on the sheet, 
members of both factions became ex- 
cited when the report was spread that 
Mayor Woodward could break the tle 
and assure the passage of the sheet by 
voting with the finance committee. 

Asked for an opinion, City Attorney 
Mayson declared that years ago when 
the board of aldermen consisted of six 
members the code provided that in case 
of a tie’ the mayor could vote to decide 
an issue. The city attorney told both’! 
factions that thecode had been amend- 
ed since that time and that at present 
there is no authority given the mayor 
to vote in case of a tie. . 

Assistant City Attorney Ellis gave 
the same.opinion.. . 

Legal Question Involved. 

When the general council convened 
Thursday afternoon to take up the 
sheet, a peculiar legal question con- 
fronted that body. It. was whether the 
aldermanic board had authority to go 
into a consideration of the finance 
sheet before the meeting of council. 
Under the strict provisions of the code, 
the board of aldermen must meet at 3 
oclock ‘on Thursday following the 
meeting of council. 

Council met Monday. afternoon, but 


took a recéss until Thursday afternoon } 


at 3. o’elock. Members of the alder- 
manic board contended that the board 
was obliged to meet before council 
resumed its adjourned session. To 
avoid legal complications, Provisional 
Mayor Pro Tem. Ragsdale called the 
board together and entertained a mo- 
tion to adjourn. 

Council then went imto session to 
take up the finance sheet. Coancilman 
Orville H. Hall raised the point that it 
would be in order for some member 
to move for a reconsideration of the 
previous actign of council. The ma- 
jority faction opposed the attempt to 
get the sheet before council, pointing 
out that Councilman Hall's motion to 
reconsider was defeated last Monday. 

Council then adjourned, and the 
finance sheet went to the aldermanic 
board for concurrence. Aldermen Kel- 
ley and Armistead made vigorous 
speeches in behalf of the finance sheet. 


Armistead@’s Plea. 


“Let's get together and treat the 
members of the ‘committee as human 
beings.” Alderman Armistead said. “TI 
think that we can get the finances of 
the city in shape much quicker by 
adopting the sheet than by holding it 
up for an indefinite period.”’ 

Aldermen Thomson, Nutting and 
Maddox defended the attitude of the 
minority. 

Aldermen Ragsdale, Kelley, McDon- 
ald and Armistead voted to approve 
the action of council in passing the 
sheet. 

The opponents were Aldermen Mad- 
dox, Owens, Nutting and Thomson. 

Alderman Ragsdale voted for the 
first time on the sheet. He explained 
his vote. 

“My ward did not get very much in 
the sheet, but I understand the mem- 
bers of the finance committee are g£0- 
ifg to be very liberal with the June 
money, and [— see no reason why the 
sheet should not be adopted.” 

Alderman Ragsdale explained that he 
was a member of the finance committee 
for‘ a number of years, and he fully 
appreciated the task devolving on the 
members who compose it. : 


Vote Is Tie. 


Alderman Ragsdale’s vote 
the tie in the aldermanic board. Alder- 
men Candler and Harwell are ill and 
were prevented from attending the 
meeting of council. 

Alderman Candler is the leader of 
the minority, and Alderman Harwell 
is supporting the majority by reason 
of the fact that he is a member of the 
finance committee.

Harry Monroe Welchonce needs little 
if any introduction to Atlanta fandom, 
as everyone is familiar with his work 
during the past two seasons in the 
Southern league. He led the batsmen 
of the league both seasons. 

Welchonce was born in North Point, 
Pa., November 20, 1886, and is there- 
fore 27 years of age. He is 5 feet, 11% 
inches tall, weighs 175 pounds, bats 
left-handed and throws right-handed. 

Welchonce was the recipient this 
week of the handsome Honey Boy Ev- 
ans trophy presented by the famous 
minstrel to the player who ted the 
batters of the Southern league during 
the past campaign. The presentation 
was made Monday night at the Atlanta 
theater by Mayor Woodward ond Man- 
ager Billy Smith accepted it in rehalfr 
of Welchonce, who was detained at 
his home in Greenville, Pa. 

Welchonce, all reports to the 
trary notwithstanding, has not peen fn 
baseball a great number of years as 
some have believed. This will only be 
fis sixth year in professional baseball. 

He started in 1909 with the Stuben- 
ville club of the Ohio and Pennsylvania 
league. In 1910 he was with the Phil- 
adelphia Nationals and South Bend in 
the Central league. In 1911, he was 
with the Philadelphia Nationals ana 
Nashville in the Southern league. Yn 
1912 he was with Nashville and in 1913 
with Atlanta. 

During the past campaign, in which 
he led the batters of the Southern 
league, Welchonce set a league record, 
making more hits during a season 
than any batsman that has ever been 
in the league recorded before and 
there were such batters as Tris Speak- 
er and Joe Jackson and others mem- 
bers of teams in this league. 

Welchonce hit at a .338 clip last sea- 
son and fielded .960. He stole 29 bases 
and tallied 87 runs. 

Welchonce is one of the most con- 
scientious ball players that ever wore 
an Atlanta uniform. He is always giv- 
ing the club that he is working for 
the best that he has. He came to At- 
lanta with a reputation that he was a 
player that played only for Welchonce. 

His work as a Cracker spiked this 
as a falsehood of the whole cloth. Had 
Welchonce been playing for Welchonce 
alone and not for the Crackers, he 
would have hit closer to .400 than .300. 
He was, and we are giving the man- 
ager’s opinion of him as proof, “the 
easiest ball player to manage” on the 
entire team. 

Welchonce has been appointed field 
captain or chief aid for Manager Smith 
during the coming campaign, a compli- 
ment that he well deserved after his 
brilliant work last season. The new

The administration hopes to end the

tion. In substance, congress would be 
asked to pass legislation authorizing 


the secretary of war to issue permits 


for the construction of ‘water-power 
Projects in what micht be deemed 

roper cases 4 the war department. 

rmits would be given to concerns in- 
corporated as public utilities under 
state laws, to Safeguard the interests 
of the public from discriminations and 
evils, which statutes throughout the na- 
tion generally aim to prevent. Re- 
turns in rental or tolls would go to the 
states. 

Mr. Garrison does not believe there 
is any question about the legal right of 
the federal gsovernment—through the 
constitutional power of regulating the 
commerce of the nation in navigable 
etre sto exercise jurisdiction and 
control over the construction of water- 
power projects. Numerous decisions of 
the supreme court of the United States, 
he holds, make the right of the federal 

overnment clear. But what President 

‘ilson and his administration desire 
is that, having disposed of the question 
of legal right, the navigable streams 
shall be used to meet the abiding in- 
terests of the communities and states 
immediately affected. 


Federal and State Cv-operation. 


From this view may be read, it is 
believed. principles which will under- 
lie solution of many other knotty prob- 
lems of conservation. Co-operation be- 
tween the federal and state govern- 
ments for the benefit of the people-at- 
large is the fundamental 
administration policy. 
Secretary Garrison is confident the 
policy will not be abused bv the states, 
as often has been charged by advo- 
cates of strict national regulation. By 
giving permits only to public utility 
foncerns, the projects are brought un- 
der the immediate supervision of state 
public utility commissions: but states 
whose laws governing public utilities 
are inadequate would not be the re- 
cipients of federal permits. Water- 
power rights would be withheld, it is 
mnderstood, until such states passed 
laws conforming to the ideas of the 
federal government on what are proper 
safeguards. In all cases the plan 1s to 
have the war department vested by 
congress with discretionarv right to 
withhold permits until specific condi- 
by national legislation 
ure complied with.. 

Secretary Garrison has been study- 
ng the problem for nearly a vear. He 
as been reading discussions of the 
and his experience as vice 
chancellor in New Jersey, has aided 
him in examining equities of the sub- 
ject. 

For more than a year the secretary 
has been reading discussions of the 
conservation problem and talking with 
advocates of both federal and state 
regulation. Not until the cabinet meet- 
ing of last Tuesday. however, did he 
present his conclusions on the policy 
that he thought ought to be followed.

It is not known how the child’s 


clothes caught. She was in front of 
an open fireplace near her sister Mamie. 


Screaming, she jumped 
into the arms of her sister, whose 
clothes were ignited but put out before 
fatal burns were received. But for the 
quick work of a neighbor, Mrs. Mamie 
Smith, it is said all who tried to save 
Inez would have caught fire and lost 
their lives. 

The Taylor family is one of the most 
prominent in south Georgia. The funer- 
al will be held tomorrow.
